To t^Jtt up Aims a^unft a Rightftil, 
XaxtSii Pnott, nito had bis Power immediately ihmi 
the Moft H^, and was accountable to none bat him f 
If WvtfM bavi bK Ibis Divine Right, Where then 
witt yw.bad it? Ami what Hitixm bas a Prince whofc 
line did oot begin at fiime Penod of Ufuipatioa, or in 
*c Injury of thp Ri(*t of another; or, inflwrt, by 
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■If a Ufurper then has no Right, he has not 3~ Divine 
Rifiht J if he has any Right, he is no more an U- 
li»per. 

'.Tbcy that W4ll make no Dinio£bon between Pcdbn 
»nd Power in this Cafc, would do well to tell us' where 
tins Wonder of a King is born ; let them (how us tlis 
Star, that we^ may go and Worfhip ; I think we may 
feirly challenge them to ihew us a Line of Kings in the ■ 
World, that IS not full trf" Ufurpations. 

But if we grant thii Divine Right, and particularly 
^xant jt in our own Line, which I believe is as clear ' 
from liich Intemiptions as any in the Worli can pretend 
to. 

Then a certain Univcrfity which Burnt the Books of 
our late Phanatical Authors concerning the Di(tin6tionB 
between the Pcrfon and the Power of the Kii^, (hould ■ ' 
now bum the new DiftiniStions between a King ic.Jure^ '■ 
and a Kng it FaHo, and fhould now bum all their Pa- 
n^yncks and Pafioials. their Speeches, flatteiing Decla- 
mations, printed by Church-Authority, and made in 
Piaife of King Wiliidm, and on the Death pf Qieen 
M»ry. 

They would do well to acquaint the World how he 
came to be Knp, and Her prelcnt Majcfty to be his Sue- ■ 
ccffor ; and if King Jamet had a Divine Right, which 
I believe be'had as'much as ever any King of Eaglani 
bad, which is iuft none at all ; and if he was accoun- " 
tabic to no Body, how the Church will anlwer tram- 
pling on that Divine Ri^ht, and bringing in a Fo- ■ 
reign l^ower to queliion him for Malvenation of Go- 
vernment. 

Will they teil us at the Bo^n, Did they Fight agMnft 
his Perlbri or his Power ? Did they there difHnguilh be- 
tween the Man and the King ? Did they not in Month- 
ly Fafls and Daily Praycn, give jGod Thanks for the 
Vcftples Viiaory over their late Monardi ? Did they not 
pray for Succefi agiinft hiin, and make Bonfires when . 
lliey Iiad ii ? .- 

tvery Panegyrick ppon King William, W-as a ^IJad -" 
upon.KingJ^»«, andaLao^oon upon Divine Ri^ j 
if fids Doilnne have any Tfuth in it, thtjt GtntUmen 
'"■ " bitvt 
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iiRtf hit iiitle in them ; and the Church ofEitgUud has 
more to anfwer for, than alt the Churches in the Chri- 
fljan World. 

But She is wifcr, the Do6irinc of Government and O- 
bediencc is fettled by the Church of Englmd, and con- 
firm'd by Parliament ; and 'tis an unaccountable Afiront 
to boih, but particularly to the Church, to pretend to Ei- 
ther this Doilrinc upon her, when with Anns In her 
Hands She has declara her Seff to tht contrary. 

The Chtuch of Euglioid has not onW defolcd the King, 
that jiretcnded ta this tmm Tale, and that ciKOUrag'd this 
Doftrine, but has dcpolcd the very Do6trine it felf ; 
and condemn'd it ai abfurd and ndiculous, and this 
both by PraSice and Proftflion; and how ftiould tbs 
Chjitch of EaglMid do any otherwife, when her vciy 
Foundation {lands Hpon this Dtpofitg Pmer i Has She not 
pia^i»'d it to ftcure her own Foundation, and Juftify'd 
It as a Neceflity very well to be defended ? What gieatct 
Aigument was ^ven fof inviting the Prince of Ortnge to 
come over with an Army ? And what greater Argument 
can begiven, thdn tbut V^ias^ Jamei, mov'd by Popilh. 
Counfels, had undemiin'd andinvadcd the Church of 

England i- This was the umveifal Complaint, the • 

. Fact was true beyond Contradiftion ; tlie Attempt was 
■not denied even fay thofc that were concern d in it : For 
this the Church of England had recourft to a Foreign 
Power : ■ For this Sic took Arms, and Fled for recourfe 
. to htr iVative Right, and to the People of Engird, who 
at all times were hcr'Refiige, and Who -ever will be 
to. ' 

Nor is thii the firft time the People of England have

Sctn, ot hsrin^ a Divitte Right in his SttcceBion, bbt *t 
he had by his tendef Ycars.becft Capable of Bo Tpart in the 
Evil Govcmittttit of his Father; he defires th«ft to wty 
bis Yonth, and not deprive him for tlw Sn rf his Vsaa r 
Upon which they Unanimoufly made him I^ttt. 

I know no Fsrallcl Cafe lb eti&ij Sluts the eaffifK atti 
titc Pnnce of Ornnie, ai this eatlin^evet Prince Lewtt: 
Nor was it &otn any ftnfi of Ki^eyabf's Title, tit i^m 
want of a Toft Rigitt to Depcfe h)% l!iat^KyjiBi> tiOt 
aanally declare J>irij of frMK their Ktnf;/ ButfifSSSug 
Jahn did not Abdicate and leatetheKin^ioff^ and eon^ 
lequently the Throne ticattc ; and had not Etflg Jmns 
done fo in too mnch hafle GiT himj it bad bttti Very 
difhcalt to have dcclar'd JCin^ VIHlliMi during bis lift; 
but the Frtwb began to be infofent afid hat^bPjr, and 
Tcndied themftives intoterabfe to the BtgliiPr, wbidi ali- 
enated the Minds of the People, ; and efpCcially of the Geii> 
try from them, and fcrv'd te bafien ^ ioatemltipn^ 
the Son of their (ate King.

Tnere Were a great many honeft Gentlemen In that 
Parliament, who, tho' they' thought themfclvcs oblig'd 
in Duty to their Ponerity, to contend with the utmoft 
Vehemence for the Liberty of their Coimtry, yet had 
no manner of Dtffign to Dethrone the Monarchy, orcr- 
ttirn and fubvert the Conftitption, and bring tUs Natioa 
under the Tyranny of A Standing Army. 

As to the Death of the Kin^^ their fbture Behaviotit 
teftiScd for them, both in their Treatment of the King, 
" nrhilc he was in their Power, and their Rcfcntmtnt Oi 
the Uiagc he met with when he was taken out of thcit 
Power, by the Soldiers, That they were innocent fo mucll 
as of the Thought. 

I cannot deny what I have fo often afftrm'd in ah*' 
thcr Calc, which I fay is parallel to this, that from th^ 
time thty took up Arms, every Battle fought, every Shot 
nude, every Cdn fired, was a t-cit killing the Kin^ 
and that fo cver^ Member of that ParUafflent tad i. Hana 
in killing the King. 

But when tbefe Gentlemen had brou^ the War to a 
Concluficn, and had the King in their f'ower. What did 
they do? Did they not according to their Treaty with 
the itotj,' treat him with Freedom, Hoimwt and Safety? 
Did they not fetioufly apply themfclvcs to a Tfatywith 
him for the fettling th« Nation, upon fiich a Poundatioit 
as they thouglit a^ecablc to what they bad Fought for ? 
And aid they not content to reftore him to his Crowa 
and Digmiyj and TD return to their Obedicncfc upon 
luch ConditioiiB aS were fuitable to thdr firft Demands ? 
And had they not gone fo-far, and the King fo 6r com- 
pty'd, as tlut they voted the King's Cuiicefltoos a fuflH 
««» Gxovmd of » Treaty ? Tliaji 
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thus far I dp ftiU infift upon It, That the Parallel be- 
tween the Ctvil War, or Parliojutat War, or Rebelliei/, 
toll it which you will ; and the Tmitin^ over, Joining 
wiUi, and Tasing up Anns under the Pnnce of GrMietf 
agaimJ King Jamw, feems to me to be very «a^ uw 
dfawin^ fuch a parallel veiy ;uft, and the Fouudaticn, 
Proceeding, and Iflue jiift the fime. ' 

I have nothing to do here with the Conftquenc:s cF 
the' Affion ; the Parliament-Men, a^iid others concernU 
in that Wai\ could no more have it in their Dtfign to 
dcftroy the Pcrfbn of King Oarlet I, or the EngUpp Gen- . 
tiy, tnat invited over the Prince of Orange, have it in> 
Iheii: Defiento form the Revolution that follow'd, than'" 
feither of liiem could forefee the fublequcnl ifucs of theiC- 
Undtrtaking, before it was begun. 
, Neither of theiri can deny, tbe DcRiuflion of tficii 
King, might, for ought they knew, be the Conlccjuences 
of the War, Or -by an alternate Fortune, their own Dc- 
ftruftiftn might be the faine : Biit the ncccffity of put- 
ton^ both to the hazard^ Was ccitainly equal, and the 
lawfiilnefs e^ual by the feihe Cbnfequence ; and I can- 
not go from it, that both the faid Wars were raij'd up- 
on the fame Foundation, viz,, the Crown, invading the 
laws and Libenies of the Subjcdt. How any People can 
then Defend the inviting, over the Prince of Orange, to . 
check the Invafions pf King J««« II, and a? thelaine 
"time condemn the taking Arms a.sainft the InraGons of 
Kifij; Chiles I. femaihs to be reiiilv'd. 

If they will move, that the Invafions 6f Righf, Pro-^ 
perty, arid kngUjh LavFs, were not equal, or pioportion* , 
abiy &i ; nor the A<3ions of both eijually Illegal, they 
jhiul deny what the Parties then;ifeives have pcknow- 
Icdg'd by their attempting to unflo tfiefn again when 100* 
late. 

If they IfriU protfe, that One Prince had mere itigh to 
i»pefe upoh his Sub^fls, thsn the other, and tbat tU 
Siib;eft3 then oUght to bear what the Subjects bcb' Ought 
to refcnt, the Cafe will altct, and J Hall raticntJy ex- 
Ijcft fome fuch ArgurftentS to jiiftify this: But if I zm 
difappointed in that, 1 Ihall cesfe to wonder, when I lo- 
Bftftjttttt liEq^offibilittes are iiot to be cspciled/ 
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But all thefe Things are anfwer'd by one fort of Men, 
and they arc fuch as argiic, That neither of thdc A^- 
ons arc jiiflifiable it atl ; That the Kine reaiving his 
Authority from no human Sanftion. but ftom God alow, 
-is accounubic to none ha Him ; That Us Ripkt is Inhe- 
rent, his Per/on Saaed, and theObedicncc of bis SiibietSs 
4 Debt of ReUgicn, in Obedience to the Commands of 
. God, and confiquently muft be without Referve. 

To fuch I am not fpeaking in the Preface, hut in the 
Bok', and fball icfcr them to it; the Saryr is thciis: 
This Part is ciirefled to another fort of Folk, and there- 
fore is wrote in another Dialect ; I only ask thefe, what 
is all this to the Parallel I draw between the Parliament 
WaJ, and the talking up jlrms againft King James, both 
which were bcpqn upon the lame FounJatton, aijd a- 
gainft the fame Perlbn, on the lame Pretence? 
' Both arc exprejs'd, and defcrib'd by the feme Phrafe, 
or Form of Words ; both are the Englifli Nation, or 
Parliament taking Arms, upon the account of their li- 
bertics invaded, and Laws dilpenied with, by the Arbi- 
trary Will of their Prince?. 

Both are the Subiedis taking Arms againft' their Ssre- 
■ reign, which if it be not lawful on any account, con- 
firms the Parallel, and both (hail join in meriting the 
Title of. a Rebellion ; if it may be Lawful on any ac- 
count, then it will only remain to examine, whether of 
the two can put in the faireft Claim to the Right of (a- 
iin!^ Arms for thtir Liberty ? 

And not to enter .here into the Melancholy Examina- 
tion of the Partiatlars, I leave It to any Body to examine, 
^vheiher tfic Invallon of Liberty, without confini it* 
Parliament, diljj^nfing with Laws, dilcontinuing Patlia- 
ments, ?nd opprelTiiiR the Subjeii in the Reign of Kng 
.Chiles, were not equal to the iame, m fuch like Articles, 
imdcr the Adminillration of King James 11, and let bui 
the Advocates of tiiis Matter deal impartially ; and when- 
ever they bring a Kiftorical Parallel between the Rdgns, 
1 fear not an eheftual Confirmation of my Propofititm ? 

1 cannot but remind my Reader to do mq Tulhcc, for 
fiiaiiy are they that catcli at the Sound ot' Tiungs, and 
s:^^\3.'x Woidi ; but let ibem tttke ft right, and nx ths 
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fime Penods of the levntal ASaota as I do ; the fiift to 
the King, being forcibly taken out of the Hands of the 
Parliament, by a ?««flo of theArmy, vrheix His Mnjfh't 
Gactffiens on one hand, and hit SmjtSs CwKrJ/hiu on uie 
other, had bought aliappy Pace in view, which View 
fvas one Reaf'on that exafpttated the Army, and to pre- 
vent -which they thus ficw in the Faces of their Maficrs, 
and mm'd that Fotcc upnn them, which they ought to 
have employ 'd in thdr Defence, and by their Order: 
The other Period they muft fit at tfie rime of the Retreat 
bf King Jiimet, and the Contention of Eftaics being Af- 
fembled to fettle the Englifh Government, and xo rcflore 
the Liberties of the People, wl.ich the Arbitrary Proceed- 
ings of that King had luin d and fubvertcd. 

Hitherto both Tatties a<iied upon the lame Fecundation, 
from the iam^ and equally to be juHified Principles, and 
kcBt to their dcciar'd Defiens; 
_ What happen'd ih botfi C^fes fubfcqUent to thcfc Pc- 
tiod*, rriay be reckoned among the unforefeen, and K- 
motc" Conicqucnces, which no Man could have been 
^fiare'd with prolefting in the fitft Dcfign, and are not 
at all concpm d in the Difpute. 

. I At) more believe, that the firft RailErS of the Civil 
War, fitpptji the Parliimitnt Agrrffm, evct dcfign'^ to 
have bioilght the King tO a formal Trial, and to the 
Block as a Ctinii.ial, 3t forclaw any fach Event in that 
War ; than the firft Signers of the Invitation to the Prince 
of Orangt could forefcc or deHgn King Jamtsi Abdica- 
tion, and the future Settlement of* tlic Crowfi : Not can 
any Man from a Ktional Conjecture from whence, to 
ttokt it probable, that cither of ihcfe. could be forueca 
on cither hand. 

As the Chancts of Waf, and th» tarioos Succeffes cf 
Aitions 6f this Nature ate unaccountable, and Men that 
Atft oh filch OccafiotiH, arc atiiwerabk for the Conit- 

aucnces of fuch A£ti6ns, whether fbrefeen or no : So ix- 
fed. cither fide are acc6utitable ftx the Things that fol- 
low d } and hovt jtiftifiablt both arc, 1 refer ttf tiitloiy, 
and this Book ; but the Halinefs I am here ^pon, is, 
Ivhetho; the Cafes are alike, or no, .and I jiofeia iiot to 
lot able to fee the PiUerence.

The War in both Articles began with the fiinc Prc- 
tcncci, on the £ime Principles, in the fame Manner, the 
Complainers allcdge the fame thing, the Kin^s ai^ed al- 
riioft the fame Things, and the Ifliie brought forth the 
lame Event, vix^ Diipofmg the Kinj;. 

What Difference there was in the fiibfequent Proceed- 
ings, I lay again, is nothing to the purpose I am upon : 
Not can 1 Concern my felf to Enquire, whether Su0er- 
inp of Death, or Exii?, were moft Grievous, or moft Cri- 
tninal ; thole Things admit of Difpnte, and arc tw fad 
to tf/ide Merry with ; but thus fjr I think the Paralld is 
very plain, and cannot be deny'd, that the Rcalbn of 
the War ie the iame, and one cannot be )uftiiied with- 
out the other. 

And yet, ihould I enter into the Enquiry, which (rf" 
the two Kings liad the worft Treatment; I confcls my 
felf at loine I.0& to determine ; and therefore to thole 
Gentlemen that are angry at an Expreffion of mine in a- 
nothct pbce, concerning the Difference between Dry and 
IVff Martyrdom, I take the Liberty to lay, > 

That other relpeiSng the Suffering it ftlf ; ^ 

Or the manner preceding it.-— If I might be at libert^ 
to fay what I think, 'tis really my Opinion, th?t King 
Jams went through the inol^, and with more cutting Ag- 
gravations; and let the Cenliirers of tins do me WHc^ 
I feat incmringno Blame from Men of impartial, ducem- 
ing, unbyal's'd jodgmcnts. 

It is not inaicriai to enquire into the Caufes here, oi 
tihat brought eithqr of thefc Unfortunate Princes into Di- 
ftrcft; but I ana fpcakiag as to the Weight of their Suf- 
ferings, icfpeciiHg themlelves, and the Guilt of the Perr 
• fons, refpcdting the Infimmcnts. ' 

1. As to the Weight of the Sufferings, I am clear in iti 
tho' in tliii 1 pretend but to fpcak my own Opinion, that 
4ir the formidable Terrors of the Ax and the Scaffold, witfa 
their preceding Violences, I mean from the time the King 
ftllinto the Hands ©f the Army, to his Death, could not 
amottnt to a Bailance (if the feiile, the Infults, the un- 
ttlflffabfe Trtacheiy of Fritnds, and this added to the length 
ei Time, ^vhicii the hw King i»d t» flrv^o jyith in hi» 
Depfc*in2. ■ ■ ' "^ . ■ ' t. 
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Death is an immediate Gate of Ddiveranee to fuch 
TWRircs as arc beyond the Power of Flefh and Blood to 
iiipport ; and tho' the Weight of all forts muft be very 
ijavy, under which King (Itrlti the firil ftU, yet it had 
ibmc Alleyiations which thjs had not. 

1. He had the Satisfaiftion to fee, that his numerous 
Friends liad ftuck to him faithfiilly ; that tho' he was 
wer-powered by hisEnfmics, yet he hadThou6ndsof'hi«' 
^ithad Rifajeiis had fpent their Blood in his Seivicc, and 
the Remnant continuea true to him to the iaft, only want- 
ed Atrility. •. 

2. He faw'the very People, whofe Power- had reduc'd 
lutn, loot'd on the Violences he then fuft'cr'd with the 
utmoft Regret: That it was a new uiidifcovered Mine, 
lit on Rre from below, under which the whole Conflitu- 
tion at tha;t timcfcem'd to ly buried, as well as hej and 
that the rety Men, who took up Arms af^ainfl him fot 
their Liberty, yet abhon'd the extending thdr Victory to 
his Dcftru(Son. 

5. Had he tlio'ught fit, C^ ftv Prlnctt but ke wtuld havt 
find m it J to have abandon'd the Billiops, he might long 
before that, have been re-eftablifli'd. 
, Other Circumftances I omit, which I might bring to 
pnvetbe Alleviations of Sorrow on his Side much grcata; 
than on King Jamtj's, But to come to the other Side. 

The late King law himfelf bctray'd by his iicarcft 
Friends, abandon'd cf thofe very Men that had led him by 
the Hand iirto the Snare; a univeilal Ekfedlion, the Ex- 
ceptions in which were very ftw ; no BoJy to ftand by 
Aim i thofe very Men that bad fwom to a PaiFrt'c A bfolute 
Submiflion, and uught it to. others, m Armf dgain^ 
him. • 

He few temfclf fo intiiely deferted, that he found him- 
^tfy incapable of having, at we fay, one Day for it, or 
an Opportuiuty of ftriking one Blow for his Crown. 
. He few himfelf lois'd off from his Throne by thofe very 
Petrole, who in the Reign bcforcj who were moft zealous 
to place him there ; he law thw that flaacrll him with 
the Sanson of his Ferfon, and his deriving his Authori- 
ty from God alone, arm'dwtthGiMis and Swords, viola^ 
tuig that wy Pcrfop they pretended to hallow j thofe 
B 5 that 
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that told him he was accountable to none, caMinE hint 
to an Account for even the rery things he had aftcd by 
their Advice, and which tbey had been the Engines to - 
draw him into. 

Add to this, that he law himiclf driven out of his 
Kingdom by a Force he had the leaft Rcafon to apprehsnd ; 
his own Children fct upon his Throne by that National 
Authority, which he had too much contcmn'd, and all 
podible Indignities put upon his Periou by the Common 
People. 

clcapnng the Tumult and Inlults of the Rabble,' he Bed 
into Frdncc ; there he liv'd to fie his powerful Ally noi 
ab'c to reftorc him, the Royal Navy of France dcftioy d in 
his Defence, and at laft the moft E!obdy War that ever; 
EarcfK faw, bc^an on his Account, but ended without 
any Rcliefj and bis Patron of France forc'd to make Peace 
without him. 

He iaw his Rival King Willlim eftablifli'd at Home, ac- 
tnowlcJgcd fr'im Abroad, ar;d go Home triumphing over 
his Defperate Fortunes; and all theft 'Severities making- 
deep Woands in his Soul by the continuance of 1 1 Years, 
without Prrfp-iS of Recuvery. 

Let any Man aslf mc, if litc Ax and the Scaffold had 
half the intolerable Wciriht cf this Burthen? — I cannot 
but think I have futHciently dcmonftiated, that the laft, 
BSthcPi^ve part of Valour, as thcGrcateft,fufier'dmoft: 
7\stotheAiiive parr, and the Perfons atfii;ting, tome it is 
ftH the fame, and the Guilt of the laft rather exceeds that 
of the firft. 

And hqe let me enter a due Caution; I do not by 
hciglitning the guilt of the Laft, attempt to iefien the 
Guile of theVirft, nor am I concero'd in it. ' 

The firft was alt Tumult, Army, and Rabble; their Vi- 
olence was equal en the Nation, as ori the Perfon of rap - 
King ; they "Dcthron'd not the King only, but the Con— 
ftittition ; ihey beheaded the very Government ; fiovem- 
ment, as well as the Governour. — It was an unarcoun- 
table Tonent, like a Flood from the Sea driven upon the 
Land by fome ftrong Tempeft, which when it has ftwc'd 
lis way over all Bounds, and Isoke down all the legj 
Bjnks and Oppofition, Drowns the Countiy, and many 

■ ■ ■ ipMb 
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inncent People arc deftroy'd by the Violence oF Jt ; bi 
when it has fpcnt its Forte, returns with tlie like Fui 
and Impetuofity, ' and at lali ends In its Native Oceai 
and fo did this. 

That thefe Violences were Illegal, Rebellious, B'oodj 
and Barbarous, and th.it the Kin^ and many others of tr 
bdl Fanjilies in Enziand, and fome of thole that were c 
the firft that took Arms againft him, ftU under it, we 
what indeed*was to be c^e^ed from fuch a Stotm ; an 
rf" thcfc it fhall be laid, That as a Man fell before wid 
cd Men, fO' fell j^ltier. 

But take even this Army, this Rabble of SoIJcry; naj 
addto them all theDcfigningP^rty, and thofc, if any fuc 
there were, who bad the Defhnoiun both of King an 
Conftitution in their View from the, breiiining, all doi 
not amount to the Treachery, thc-Baunefs and abomi 
nable Hypocrify of thefe Men, who did ali this Vic 
ience to King jarnes, after they, the very fame iniividii 
Ferhns, had prompted him to all the unhappy Steps ( 
took J julHfied the very arbitraiv Proceedings and illeg: 
Pta£hcesthey afterwards expose him for; nay, andfoir 
of them the very Inftrumcnts which afliftcd hira in aitin 
tbcm. 

This unfufferable Treacheiy in the People he tiufkd, aj 
gravated their Crime and his fufferina;, beyond all that 
think can be faid of King Charlet J, 

To fay they did not murthcr him, is to lay nothing 
his Share, as te thtm I mean, I think exceeded that of h 
Fathers, and if their Crimes will admit of Compar 
fons, certainly the laft exceeded all that eva v^ent befoi 
tbem. 

They did not try him, and cut off his Head; that ha 
been Vne cMp de Grdce, they were J I Years a Murtherin 
of him, and he lanj^ilh'd all that while under the- 
Treachery : And this is what I mean by the Dry and IV 
Martyrdom; and if the Gentlemen that Ob;eft againft tJ 
Companion, plcafe to enter into the Particulars, "they wi 
-find the Diy, Starving, Betraying Martyi-dora of Kin 
, Jamet exceecl the other. 

' Not that I tliink the Revolution founded upon an 

thing of this Treachery, however afliftant it was to brin 

' B 4. , It 
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*hc HcToJwion to pifs, not do I ar^e, that the Dcpofing 
Kin^ Jama was an unjuft A£tion, becaule it came as the 
Confcqueiice of the People o? En^i<vtd takirjg Arms to dc* 
fcnd weir Libtrticsand Laws, which were manifcftly in- 
vaded — . "■ ' 

But that refpc£ts thofe People who fufier'd by, and com- 
plath'd of thofc Iiivafions and Opprenion!, 
■ For Kin^ Jutntt was not depofed by thofr,' othetwifq 
than eventually ; thef:; ivere the Caufes of all this ; thefc 
Men led him into this Snare, twbrc their Allegiance to hiin 
uponablblyte reilsjiin^ Terms; fign'd a ticenfe to him to 
be a Tyrant, as far at cwcern'i thir Part, They own'd 
him as a Monarch Jnrt Divini, of Right inherent, Power 
Abfolutc, and Perfon Sacred, and when, they had thus 
led him to the Gulph, they pulTi'd him in ; and not only 
abandon "d him, but purliied him with the fame Violence 
Jhcy had condemn'd others for before ^ oqe and all, they 
drew the Sword againft thcLord's Anoiiitcd, call'd him to 
an Account, wliom they had Sworp to as Unaccountable, 
and ruin'd him for thole very A>5Hons they had thtuft him 
uppn Ixfore, 

-■ Afterihey had made his Cafe fo defperatc, and puOi'd 
him wpoii Things fo unjuiiifljbie and unaccountable, 
tpat ftrc'd.evcn his btft Friends, and his own HoufiKila 
?nd Ghitdreri to fiy from hhn ; how did thefe Men de- 
ftnd him ? H-'w did they ftand hy him with iJiciT Lives 
aiid FortunEs, Things they had lb often Bapter'd him 
■n-ith ? How did they that adlrcfs'd him with Thanks for 
his Standing Army to Day, to Morrow Addrefs the 
Prince of Orange, with perhaps hke Hypocritical Thanks 
, fj:r .rcfq-iinz thgm from the SUvery and Tyranny of the 
lame Sfahiinc Army ? How did they, that in uieir ftc^ 
t^ti^t Addrcffcs to Stand by Him with their Lives and For- 
tunes.' indc'eJft'nd by. Slid look on at his DcftiuAion, 
ftlcrving tl-ofe Liv^ and Fortunes to cheat his Succeflbt 
with >■■. 

.Thus t'lcy p'-tt bim to t>ry Martyrdom, drove him 
itroin bis'Tlsonc, iciit Irim-to feck Safety, and even Sub^i 
ftUence fn^n.Foru^n Courts; to live an exil'd Stranger 

in otlier Countries, and pcrifli under all the Miferi?* 

of a BaHrihnnffti that, to' a great Mind, b worfc tbaii 
I3?*t:., ' - f Tq 
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To fiy he was chteitain'd, and recciv'd well abroad,' 
it nothing to them, to the utmoft of their Power, they 
ftarv'dhimj iiid thiK they inutther'd hiin, as I call it; 
9nd what he endui'd W their Treachery, bcth as to. the 
Perfon fuSeting, and Perfons procuring^ was in this 
much greater than that of his Father. 

As to the reft of the Nation, fuch as never confented 
to Arbitrary Invafions of Liberty, Arbitrary Difpenfinga 
with the Laws, and Arbitrary Governing by an Army, 
they had really no otha hand in the late King's Dtu- 
ftets, than what he ought to have expedied ; they never 
piofefs'd SubmifHon-bcyond the Bounds of the Law ; no* 
vet told the King he mic;ht do what he pleas'd with 
them, and that that Wives, Lives, Children and Eftata 
weie his Cattle, and hia Goods to diipofe at his Plealhre ; 
they never told him, that his Amhisiry was equal with 
that of God himiclf ; and to rcfift him, tho' he flwuld, 
turn Tyrant, Was a damning Sin. 

They always tnew a kf^al Obedience, and no other; 
they un^rffood thctnfclves bound to rcfift Violence of 
all forts, aai to be at Libem; to oppole all that Ihou!^ ■ 
attempt the Life of the Conftitution, as the univerfsl E- 
ncmics of their Country; this they had praiSHs'd in all 
Ages, and lb had othtr Nations likewifc; and King JiOkm 
could expert no other fiom them. 

The Sum of all, is this ; all Nations determine, That 
Kings, who invade their People's Liberties, break in up- 
on Conltitutions, and the Sacred Pojhitata of Government; 
that oppicfs their Sub;ei5te, and impofc unjuft and into- 
lerable Things upon them, MAY BE RESISTED; 
be it by calling in, and joining with Foreign Aid, or 
be it by taiing Arms in the Defence of the Law and 
Coinmon Lib^ty ; this is what is declar'd in the Revo- 
lution, and this is the Foundation upon which the Pu- 
liainent took Anns in the Time of Jljng Charles I. 

And upon this very Score, tho' in the common Stile 
they were call'd Rebels, yet at the Treaty of Vxhridgty 
His Majcfty condefcended to Treat with them as an En^ 
iifh Parliament, and fUch they certainly then were, how- 
ever afterward difpoffds'd, and crufh'd by the Soldiery i 
A ni in the Mattcj of War, the King, even from the fiift, 
toIuot 
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volunt»ri1y decljn'd trcatinj; them as Rebels, hot gaix 
Qiarter of War to their Men, Exchang'd and Ranfbm'd 
their PrifoDCts, ' and in alt Things us'd them as fair Enc- 
nues ; and the like, without doubt, would have been 
dont^ had King Jama the Second ftood out with hi* 
'&ibjc&, and it had'^one on to a War. 

From all thcfc Things it appears, That it has nerer 
been the Opinion of the People of Engird, that the 
Sacred Right of their ftinces extended to Proteift them 
Mainft the Laws; or, that if they afted contrary to their 
iJuty and Contrad^,. they were- forbid even to Difplace 
and Dethrone them. 

Froimrhcncc then, and for what ends the Modern Po- 
liticks of thefe Ages have nllier'd this Monfter into the 
World, would merit fome Hiftery, were it not dire^y 
to be anfwer'd in a very few Wiwds. 

The Rifcj Birth, and Introdii^oii of this Hocc of In- 
confiftencc m Reafoiung, I take to be properly account^ 
cd for, thus : A nieer Device, and Politick Invention, 
fiimim'd from the Fountain cf Mifiiiief, fit, Man's 
corrupt, yet fmitfol Imagination, prompt«l by the Au- 
thor of all Mifchief, ihe Devil; calculated fsr the creit- , 
ing,- and found out by fuch as purpcded to introduce Ty- 
ranny, and abfolute Government in the World. 

In thefe, and in tlieir Plots againft human Liberty, 
and Cin! Society, this Creature had its Birth ; (ince 'tis 
evident nothing can ferve fo naturally to the Hcllifli Pur- 
poftirf'liibduins; the Civil Rights of a Nation, as firft 
to captivate their Minds, and inlufe Notions of fomc- 
thing Sacred, either in the Peribn or Autiiority of the 
Wtetchj they were to be opprefs'd by : Thus the way is 
made finooth for all the hftrrid ExcurOons of the moft 
vicious and tnaoacliine Tyrants in the World ; for who 
in his Senles would, relift the Voice of the King,_ if once '. 
Jicwere bigottcd into an Opinion, that it was in a pcr- 
teSt Conjui.ftion with, had a refcmblance of, and was 
back'd with Sacred Authority, from the Comipands of 
God. 

tAnd this doubtlefs itjs the Occafion of the profane 
Attempts in the Cafe of fcvcral of the Rma* and Grtcian 
Tyrants, of caiifiiig Divine Honoim to be paid them ; 

by' 
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by this, they obtain'd fo niuch upon the fubjcftcd Minds 
cif the Poor inij>ofcd-«fm Multitude, that thcfc entiRly , 
gave up thdr liberties to ^be Abfolutt Tyranny of erery 
baibarous Inhuman Wtetdi^ And who could qudtion 
but it would be fo, when once the Folly of Men wa* " 
pteml'd upon to believe the Divinity of the Tynnt 

Who would not, if tbt Gods Jhaild nnfc, C^. 

Thus this Delafion gavn'd upon the Worid, as a'fta- 

died Introiuftion to Univerfcl Bondage.-;— And nothing 
elfe could have made us ftoop in thefc wifer Ages, ai nv 
fay they are, ef the World ; Nothing could fo well have te- 
concii'd us to the Abliirdities of Arbitrary Power, as to 
back the ptepc^eioua Notion with flran^e Suppolitions 
of a Sacred Stamp upon the Rirfal THng impolins, as a, 
proper Handle to prepare our »ibje6tion to what on no ' 
other Terms, or by no other Method we could be brought 
to. 

And yet as all Evil Dcfjgns senerally rmn themfelves,' 
by pufliing too fer a certain Token cf the wroug Found- 
dation they ftand on, fo it was here ; for had they been 
content to have fix'd the Sacred upon the Office, and not 
altogether upon the Perfbn of the Monarch, they might 
by their nfual Artifice have run us a great way bhnd- 
fold i but as they forefaw that would not fo entirely vin- 
dicate the conftant Enormities committed by fuch fla- 
grant Wretches as God, for tlic Execution of his Judg- 
ments, fometimcB thinks fit to fuffa on the Thrones of 
Power ; fo, like Men refolv'd to anfwer every End, ani 
if jJofTible to bring deluded Nations into an ablblute 
&ibje6tion to the Devil, under the Notion of a God, 
they infift upon the Divinity of the Perfon of a King, 
Inherent in hiinfdf. 

Whether this inherent Divinity is convcy'd to him by 
his O/ficc, <x his Line, they have not yet thoi^ht fit to 
dHermine, but have left it as one of the unlimnountable 
Difficulties of the fbtnvmtn* of Tyranny by Divine 
.Right, which future Ages may Solve if they can ; or ra-. 
thw, which will rife up i^inft the Forgery, with fi»ct( 
unanfwerable Violence, as sii^ &mc time or otbei cffe- 
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dually ufldecdTc the Wwld, and rcftorc Men to thei' 
Senfts. 

For if Kingi hare their Divinity by Line, then none 
exn have it but the Line ; 'tis an Inheritaoce of the Roy- 
al Bloody from the firft Great Prince that HcaTCndcput- 
ed it to, and ereiy Branch of that Line muft enjoy it ; 
who that Prince was, when the Sandtion waJ imprefi'd 
Upon him, and cntaD'd on his PoRcrity, is a Myfteiy 
yet uhfidded ; but where he found how the moft ancient 
Family now Rekning will do to C»p ftiitfrrM, and de- 
live from that uniHned Blood, is a new l>ifficulty raft 
any Mortal Reach, and the ready way to, bring lome 
Scandal upon al! the Families of Royal Blood in the 
World, as Upftarts and Ufurpers. 

If puzzled with this Wildernefs- Inquiry, they would on 
the other Hand remove the Sacred fiom the Line to the 

"Office, that is the Poffcffion; they open the Doot to all 
manner of Violence and Ufurpation, fincethenhc that 
li»3 the Crown, becomes equally Divine ivith hon that 
ought to have.it, and the Ulnrper is as- Sacred as the moft 
rightful Monarch in the World. 

Other Abfurditics alfo would follow here, w&. a Per- 
ion might be Sacred to Day, and not to Monow ; if Sa- 
cred at all, it could not be lawful to Dethrone him : and 

^yet \i Dcthron'd, the Peifon who did it, by wballbever 
Violence, Injuftice, Cmelty or Blood, by his Itepping into 
the Seat, became ifjo faSio as Divine, as Sacred, and as 
tOuch to be obcy'd upon pain of Damnation, as he; and 
ib vice vcrfa from Tyrant to Tynnt, as often as Provi- 
dtnce thought fit to let Power overcome Right in the 
World. 

I fhall .no more trouble my Reader with fcarchinR this 
Maze of Folly, its ridiculous and inconfiftent Natim 
mciitB rather lo' be expos'd, thin debated; and therefore 
was this Stitfr wrote; m which, if this Foot-i»Il of Jm 
. J)ivia6 is not fudicicntlv kick'd about, you muft blame Uie 
Ability, not the good Will of the Author. 

,1 know it has been cxpcftcd I ihould in this Book have , 
enmin'd into all the Parts of Tyranny, as well Eccefafti- 
c^ as Civil, and peiha]^ there been had room enough foe 
S4yi' upen our Church- Tyranny; efpccuUy u it has been 
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lately pra^lis'dj and Ance endeaVom'd to be Rc-eftabliHi'd 
in &igbiad. 

But I have wav'd this unplea&nt Task for many 'Kea.' 
fons, and ibine of them arc as fallow. 

J. Secaulc it feems to be at an end in EttgUnd, I look 
on it as a Lyon Qain, buried in the Grave of tfae Popiih 
Invalion^ and Arbitrary Encioachinents of the late Retgos 
of King C— J and King J — J II. a Criraimrconvicred 
by the Revolution, and executed bv the Legal Toleration, 
which is part of the Eftablillimcnl of thefe Nations- and 
a thi^ on which too much now dc|iends, to give us any 
iuft Concern for its DarRcr : Pniccution, and Pricftly 
Tyranny,' has receiv'd its Mortal Wound ; in vain have 
ban all the Attempts to revive it. — And I doubt not, 
to they will continue-, 

2, A.S the Sovereignty of Confdcnce lias gain'd theVi(£ii> 
ry over Party-Invafion, and theChurch ber fclf has difown'd 
the Doflrine of Perfecution^ as a tking contrary to her 
l>oSri»f, and contrary to the PriiKtples of the Cbrijlim Rdi- 
sion, it annot be that a Refi»rc6Hon of that Spirit can 
nappcn in this Nation , till England (hall fo fat forget her 
fcJ^ as to contradlit Bi r own DoUriiit, ini. aSi contrary t» 
the Principlet nf the. Chr'tjiian RctigUn. 

And nwuld that unhappy Time ever come to paS in 
Englandj when the Church, by the Errors and Impoli- 
tions of any Party, (hall be brought to lUch Excentricfc 
Meaiiires, they may depend upon it, that when (he conie3 
to her fcif again, fhe wit! return to the fime Moderation, 
which flic owns by her Principle to be )u(t. 

Petiecution therefore, which is a meer Church-Tyran- 
ny, is an Enemy Conquered, abfolutely fubdu'd, and I 
think Probabilities juftify me fpeaking with Aliiirance, 
will never have a Reibrrciilion again in this Nation. 

There can but one thing reltore the Dominion of this 
Evil Spirit in this Nation, and that muft be the Return 
of Popery tipon us ; and if this fort of Perfecution comes 
among us, it will make no difference between Chttrch of 
Englaai&nd. Diffentrr, but Perfecution tcfpciiliigProtc- 
flamiGn in .General wiU be our Fate ; and how odioii'S 
Will Proteltant-Perfeeution look then ! All eqmlly differ, 
and (^fbut from Fopeiy ; I hoye they will not pulh me 

■pofi' 
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iipon cntring on the uiiRratcful Comfjarifon of who dif- 
im moft, or *hofe Principle is remotcft from the ChnrcN 
eCRime; if Eopery prevails, the whole Proteftant Church 
will be one Body ofDiffenterj under the Burthen of Ec- 
clcfiaftical PerfecUtion, and undet a Church-Tyranny, 
Which the Chriftian Rclifyon abhors ; and fome that aref. 
very fotwari to peifccutc Sot the ftivate Opit^ns of ■ 
Men, would do well to confider, 

1. How naturally their tearing one another to Pie<^ 
by unreafonable and unchriftian rctids, tends to pitting 
down the Pioteftant Intcrcft in General in thefc Nations j 
Uying open the Fences and Fortifications of the Church, 

. which lb much confift in a General Uni^, and expoHng 
her to be devour'd by Popery and Sapciftition. 

2. How readily it fills the Months of the Entmics of 
the Church, who wait for her halting with Arguments 
againft the very Foundation of. her Principles, tmt while 
the blaiTics the Roman Church for Coercivcs, and the Fu-< 
ty of Church^Tyranny, fhe at the fime djne falls iipon 
her vraik Brethren that offer to feparate from her Com-' 
munion, and to tear them to pieces by like unjuftifiable 
Tyranny. 

The moft neccfTary Af^lication I can make from hence,- 
is. That Pelfecution is * Seed of the DevH, born of Gvtl 
Tyranny, and degenerated into a meaner Spcdes (ft Kind, 
tlian its Original; for I readily fionfirm tbs Maxim, 

Tkat of all FlagHtt, mth which Mmtkini it Oo-fii 
EccUfia/iUal Tyranny's the jiwj?v 

Tis plain, Perfrcutiin is a thing really odiOus and hate- 
ful to all Nations, and therefore moft Reli^ons in the 
World moft induftriouHy avoid the Challenge, and ei- 
ther ftrivc to throw it off from one another, or excule 
thcmfelves by Charging it upon thei£ Ndghbours ; alfo 
thinking to e4tenuatc tb* Crime^ by having it allowed ta 
be univerfal. , 

. The Church of Rome began with this, and Saunderi 
the Jefuit reproaches the Church of England with perfe- 
cuting their Fellow-Hereticks, even as lOon as they were 
but iaft goG oat (^ die Reach of Fire and Fa|goc them- 
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The Church ofEnglund, on the other hand, reproaches 
the Dijfenttri with the fame Spritj boafting the PretCDcei 
to the jHre Divino of Prtslrfterf, inftancing farther in the 
late Proclamation for baciilitng FrelaacK NUnifters in 
Satlind, the ftrtccuiion of the jQyaleri in I^ett'Eiigldnd^ . 
and the like. 

The Tmth is, no Church, but thdt of Rome, profeffes 
Perlecution ; and that I may not Charge the Rmin-Cd- 
tholicis with the Article of Periecution 'without Ground, 
I refer the Reader to the Oath of a Bifhop to the Pope, 
fet down at large in my Lord BilTiop of SMiibwys Hi- 
ftory of the Reformation; " Hercticks, Schifinaticks, 
" and Rebels, to our Holy Father, and his Succcffors, ' 
« I flail RESIST AND PERSECUTE to my' 
" Power. Hifi. Jtiform. !^ol. i. /. 1 23. So that the Church 
of Rome were bound by Oath to Pcrlecuic thofe that were 
decm'd Schilmaticks and Hercticts. 

But in the Church of England its quite different, and 
as the Nature of her Conftitiition is inconfiKcnt with tt\e 
perfecuting Principle, the Refonnalion having begun in 
an Abhtarence of^Perfccution ; l"o to me it is a Declara- 
tion never to be fomotten, which we found in tlie Pre- 
amble to. the firfl Occafional Bill; and tho' fome have 
taken Care to obliterate it, by leaving it out in the ic- 
cnnd Kil, I cannot but on all Occafiona repeat it, in 
Older to perpetuate it to PoRerity, as a thing which dc- 
ftrves to be recorded to the Honour of the Church of 
Ej^land, viz.

J would not here entei the Dlffentet's Glaim of 
Ri^ht to the Toleration they now cnjey, were it not that 
We arc fo •ftcn told, thit Toleration to Diflenteh in Eng- 
laad is the mcer Grace and Bounty of the Church; , 

That if it were fo, we had a great deal to thank theni 
for, I readily own, and no Man (hoUld be more forwaid 
to own, and upon allOccaiiotis acknowledge the Debt— 
But however I would not Idlcn the Chariw and T^nder- 
nc6 of the Church, aWiraftcd from the Irapofitions of 
Gmrt-ltatreji^ PAri^CcmriviOict, and all the powerful Et 
Cetira's that prevail'd with her to be made a TmI of Popery, 
to weaken herfelfanJ hcrBmhrenj Imuftyctbeallowcl 
to fay the Diffenters enjoy their Toleration as a Catiitul3-> 
tionor Treaty of Uiuon,when they ;oin'd with the Churcb 
cfEngland upon fuie Foundations, never to be fliaken, but 
by iomething that muH over-turn Nation, Ccnltitution, 
and Proteftant Religion tc^iether. 

The Stipulations of this Treaty wete Toleration of DilV 
fenters, fignificd in the Memorial to the Prince, deliverpd 
at the Htigut, recapitulated in his Declaration * uppn his 
coming over, of which ht was GMrarun, and in ,Depcn- 
dance upon which, the DifTentcrs rejected a precarious ille- 
gal Liberty ottered them by King y<MWf/, founded upon his 
Difoenfing Power, and ;oin'd heartily with die Church 
of England. The Stipulations of this TreaP^, I &y, were. 
Liberty to Tender Confcienco to be fettfaj by A^ of 
Parliament, which is in Englifh,^ an act df Toleration. 

I foilbear to aolaigc upon this Head, becauTe I haTc at 
large infifted upon it; and Ithink effefiftially cfear'dituEF 
in anotier place; and I never yet met with any Perfoti 
that thought fit t6 debate the Particulars. 

But when I am fpeakiog of this Article of Toleratioa 
of Religion,' Liberty of Confcicnce, and the like, it lu-, 
turalty occurs to exarmne the Pretences of thofe Gentle* 
men who prcfs the Dirftnters,. and I rnuft fiy t'ery impru- 
dently as to the Matter of UmrCrCtlTtileiation; and that 
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t may nOt be cbarg'd with takii^ them at an, Mymxvff? 
I flnfl not tye ^em up to tbe literal Scnlc,Df thcii Woida ■ 
but tab tbem i n that own dfclar'd Meaning.
